Beans in Elgin 


Elgin County Bean Field Day was 
held recently on the farm of J. J. 
Johnston, Wardsville. On this farm 
several fertility demonstration plot! 
are located under direction of the 
Department of Chemistry, O. A. C. 
Fertility tests on beans showed a 
large difference in yield and matur- 
ity between the best fertility plot 
and the check plot. Speaking of 
beans, Professor Cac.ar was in Elgin 
County recently investigating what 
proved to @ a serious outbreak of 
green clover worm on field beans 
This insect is of the. Noctuid type, 
but differs in habit from the com- 
mon cutworms. Many fields were 
found infected with -this worm and 
in many cases the entire field de- 
stroyed. It also attacked turnip 
fields and in the later plantings es- 
pecially it did immense damage and 
practically tripped away all the 
leaves and ruined entire fields. The 
little _ green worm 
were found as far north as Laké 
Huron and few patches of turnips 
and no fields of beans were found 
to be immune. No further damage 
is expected .as the larvae have be- 
gun to pupate.

_ Parenthood {. the only line of 
activity into which people habitually 
enter without any training.  Per- 
sons who, without having had any 
special instruction, feel quite com- 
petent to bring up children would 
never think of undertaking law, 
medicine, or school-teaching in the 
same way. 

There seems to be a general be- 
lief that with the coming of child- 
ren there will also come in some 
mysteriou., manner a knowledge of 
how to bring them up. “My mother 
brought up a family of eight, and 
she didn't have any training before 
she started,” one often hears. But 
if one could study the lives of those 


eight children one might find a great: 


many things due directly to that 
mother’s ignorance of the principles 
of parenthood. How. about the 
daughtemwhie marriage has turn- 
ed out wrong? Fipss.about the 
other daughter who is destined, 
disappointed spinsterhood? How 
about the son who fails in one job 
after another? And how about 
the other who “drinks like a fish?” 
“These accidents happen in the 
belt) regulated families,” some one 
answers. Yes, that 
trouble. We have become. s0 ac- 
customed to such human wastage 
that we assume it to be inevitable 
and natural. And it will continues 
to be inevitable and natural juit so 
long as parents remain ignorant of 
how to bring up their children. 
Time was when a large percent- 
age of all children born died in in- 
fancy. This, too, was considered 
inevitable, but medical sciencehas 
shown that most infant mortality is 
unnecd.sary. . Mothers no longer 
believe themselves capable of guid- 
ing children past the various dang- 
ers of infancy without the aid of 
competent medical advice. All the

MACHINE FOR 
PLUCKING POULTRY 


These days one hears a lot about 
the “machine age” and of what ma- 
chines will do but it is certainly in- 
teresting to note that a machine he. 
been developed which will pull the 
feathers off a hen faster than it 
can be done by hand and doa 
better job. By the simple process 
of using sets of aluminum disk, 
each revolving ata slightly different 
plane than the other, an efficient 
plucker is produced. The disks 
are lined with rubber, eliminating 
noise and giving a better grip. They 
operate at a speed of fifty pluck 
per second. 

On easy birds the plucking can be 
completed in two minutes, while on 
young roosters about three and a 
half minutes are required. The sav- 
ing effected by, this machine « bet- 
ter appreciated when it is consider- 
ed that an average speed for hand 
plucking is around six birds an 
hour. ‘ 

This is one of the interesting 
item: gleaned from the International 
Review of Poultry Science, official 
organ of the World's Poultry Science 
Association under the auspices of 
the Fifth World’s Poultry Congress 
which is being held in Rome in 1933.

All will agree that the school is 
one of our muLt important institu- 
tions.

Even so, we 
pay most of our teachers too little 
to induce the most capable men and 
women to adopt teaching as 4 pro- 
fession or to remain in it. But if 
the public were more fully aware of 
the important part which schools 
play i: the lives of people and in 
the affairs of the nation such a 
condition would surely be changed. 
Most people appreciate, it is true, 
the importance of schooling as & 
means of making & living, but very 
few realize the very vital part which 
the school plays in whaping or mar- 
ring ‘people's lives in other direct- 


ions. 
It is only comparatively recently

Uhe 
conclusions reached were that tn 
general the old strains of Paris 
Golden Self Blanching svem to be 
better adapted to muck soll condi- 
tions than the crew strains except 
where celery is grown for suminer 
tnarket and immediate sale. The 
pew, more vigorous strains seemed to 
mature quickly, and when well 
blanched must ve sold or they be- 
come pithy and therefore inferior. 

The strains that proved superior 
were: Paris Golden Seif-Blanching- 
Eberle; Paris Golden Seilf-Blanching, 
Midgtléy;-Parig Golden Self-Blauch- 
ing, Jerome B. Kit®;—Pesis Golden 
Self-Blanching (new type), Vilteerin; 
East Blanching, Everle. The last tw6 
strains mentioned seemed superior 
strains of the newer type. The first 
mentioned was yxood for summer 
cropping, the last as an easy blanch- 
ing main crop celery. 

Cabbage.——-The new variety of cab 
bage, namely Golden Acre, was test- 
ed against such standard varieties as 
Copenhagen, Early Express and Early 
Jersey Wakefield. it was found that 
the variety is a round head cabbage 
and cuts at approximately the saine 
season as Jersey Wakefield. The 
plants mature very uniformly. How 
ever, a considerable variation tn the 
strains from different seed firms was 
shown and the variety seems to have 
a tendency to split quickly after preo- 
ducing a marketable head. A varicty 
named Eberle’s Wonderful did very 
well under our conditions. 

Corn.-——Varieties of corn were tre 
ed as to season of ripening. Of the 
important varieties produced White 
Cory was nine days earlier than 
Golden Bantam, and Golden Bantam 
produced marketable ears seventeen 
days before either Stowell’s Ever- 
green or Bantam Evergreen. 

Head Lettuce.—In the head lettuce 
tests three varieties of the cabbage 
head type seemed well adapted for 
the district—namely, Iceberg, Non- 
pareil and New Yorker or Wonderful.

Canada's export trade in August 
dropped.from $69,290,000 leat year 
to $48,764,000 in 1931, with Great’ 
Britain losing a greater proportion’ 
of business than the United States, | 
it was shown in a report issued 
last Friday by Dominion Bureau of 
Statistic. Trade with Great Bri- 
tain last year was $22,761,000 and 
in 1931, $14,994,000. Business with 
the United States fell from $26,711,-
